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  Successful 2013 Conference at Carolina Beach  

   Highlights Pickards Mountain Eco-Institute  

     The 7th ANA Annual Conference, held February 21-21, was attended by 

close to seventy ANA members, guests and prospective members.   

     Megan Toben of Pickards Mountain Eco-Institute, a year-round educa-

tional farm in Chatham County, was the keynote speaker. Her topic  “How 

Small Farmers Can Be Heroes” - encouraged agritourism farmers to engage 

in the activities of their communities to promote their way of life, and in-

spire and enable their neighbors to understand the immense importance of 

small local farms protecting our nation’s future food and fiber investments. 
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 The 2014 ANA Annual Winter Conference will be held at the Hilton Garden Inn in Cary near the 

intersection of Walnut Street and Crossroads Blvd., just off US 1/64 where that highway intersects with 

I 40/440.

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 Martha Glass, long-time executive director of the NC Agritourism Networking Association and 

manager of the Agritourism Office in the Department of Agriculture & Consumer Services’ Marketing Di-

vision, will retire at the end of October 2013.  

 Martha has plans to continue her work and position with ANA at the Board’s pleasure. She has al-

ready planned the dates and structure for the 2014 ANA Annual Winter Conference, which will be in Cary 

on January 16—17, and has the locations in place for the regional workshops in February and March.  

 Martha will also become executive director of the National Agritourism Professionals Association 

(NAPA) which will work with agritourism farmers on regulatory/policy/bureaucratic issues which are chal-

lenges to growth and success.  Issues include zoning, highway signage, food safety, liability, insurance, 

taxes, estate planning and risk assessment practices. 

 The organization will be composed of ‘agricultural service providers’ who, like Martha, work with 

state departments of agriculture, commerce, tourism or any agency that supports agritourism farmers and 

on-farm markets; extension agents in the agritourism field; rural tourism offices; university specialists 

whose areas include agritourism regulations and policy issues; and farmers who have successfully met simi-

lar challenges and can ‘vet’ the recommendations and solutions proposed by the agritourism professionals.   

 At national NAPA conferences, the agritourism professionals will develop tools and resources to 

take back to their home states where workshops will include these topics on agendas where they have not 

been discussed to the extent needed in the past at the grassroots level where the challenges occur.  At 

this local level, relationships and partnerships can be built to avoid  roadblocks to agritourism farm suc-

cess.  As of publication date, NAPA has over 200 ‘members’ from all 50 states, the District of Columbia, 

and four Canadian provinces. Martha has conducted the research in conjunction with her position on the 

Board of Directors of the North American Farmers’ Direct Marketing Association as promotions chair and 

secretary to the Executive Team.
